ly in review before his Memory, he may fortify his 
Mind eff-€ually againft the foolifh Apprehenfion that 
all Things are in the Poweér of Money. Thie Maxim 
thoroughly ungerftood i$ an absolute Antidote againft 
Self-Pride, or Infolencé ; for as ic fhews there i» no 
intrinfick Worth, or rather Vitiuc, in Weal:h, it of 
confequence demonftrates, that the Uve, for the Pof- 
ſeſſion ‘of ir, gives Luftre unto Men. 

But fuppofing we could impede the Retreat of For- 
tune, and could hinder Riches from making them- 
Selves Wings to fly aWay 5 even this would afford us 
no Grounds of — ourfelves upon their Poſſeſſion; 
fince ever {fo little Confideration, even in that Cafe, 
would render it evident, thas ftill they are detachꝰd 
from the Man, and can communicate nothing to 
him. The Lands that, are mine new, belong’d 
twenty Years ago to fome other Perfoo, and twenty 
Yeats hence may belong to one I never heard of. 
All we poffefs in this World is cithet got by us, or 
was gotten fot us. Now it is plain, that whatever we 
acquire was once independent of us, and whatever 
deicends to us was none of ours, till it did defcend. But 
in b» th Cafés out good Qualities were our own, when 
the Wealth was wanting ; fo that ic neither adde to 
nor diminifhcs from our iatrinfick Value, whacever it 
may in the Opinion of the World, that is, of the ut- 
thinking Many. From thefe Arguments therefore it 
is made a9 plain as the Thing will admit, that no 
Poffeflioas can give the leaft Ground for Infolenice ; 
that is, for a Contempt of others flowing from a Con- 
ceit of one’s own Worth. Ic may be faid, this is 
taking Pains to tio Purpofe, b-caufe nobody ever 
afferted the Contrary. But what then? we fee many 
People aé as if they beligved the contraty ; and we 
have no better Way of judging of Men’s Thoughts 
than by their Action⸗ 

The Trurh of what J affert needs not the calling in 
religious Principles to its Support, for it remains un- 
impeach’d even on the Epicurean Scheme. To found 
therefore any Degree of Merit on fuch a fortuitous 
Acquifition, would be irrational and ridiculous. Who- 
ever therefore leads a cartclefs, inconfiderate Life, 
without attending to thoft evident Foorfteps of Divine 
Providence, which are vifible both in the Natural 
and Moral World, cannot however avoid feeing, that 
all the Goods of Fortune are tranfitory things, and 
that there are other Goods which are not fo. He need 
have Recourfe to no other School in this refpeét, fince 
if his owa Principles teach any thing they teach him 
this, that all that happens in this Life is {0 little in 
our Power, that there can be nothing wider of Truth 
than to fuppefe a Man ought to be more or lefs con- 
fider’d for his Fortune. Ef have dwelt the longer 
upon this Head, becaufe thefe are the only Sort of 
People who feem in danger of —* unconvinced : 
Men of looſe, unftcady Principles afford but indiff:- 
reat Ground of Argument to fuch as endeavour to con- 
vince them, and yet here this Unfteadinefs is a Proof, 


common, that a Man 


becaufe it lies upon him who claims Pre-eminence to 


thew his Tirle. 
As for fuch as are endew'd wich an ordinary Mea- 
fure of Underftanding, and adhere to the common 
Maxims of Righr Wrong, there can be nothing 
but Inadvertence aod Indifcretion, which can induce 
them to a& in fuch a Manner ae to countenance the 
Impurtation of this Vice. The Mar whom I treat 
haughtily muft be my Superior, my Equal, or my In- 
ferior. Now fuch Carriage to a Superior is down- 
right Impudence, and mult expofe a Man to: Punifh- 
ment, or at leaft Contempt. Haughrinefs to an Equal 
is Injuftice, and cannot be ufed wirhour incurring an 
Lil-will and av Hil-word. To an Inferior te is tyran- 
nical, and is purfucd with private Appeals to Provi- 
dence, or with open Clamour, Thus nothing can be 
clearer, than that in all Lights this Vice is fhocking 
to Men of Morals. We fhall fee chis ftill more clear- 
ly, if ic be comfider’d how directly oppofire this Til- 
quality appears to the fundamental Role in Ethicks, 
Do that to no Man which yow wuld not that another fbould 
do to you. Becaufe we can ſcarce find a Petfon fo pa- 
tient as to fupport Infolence wivh Indifference. It he 
does, it procee’s Om # thorough Contenip: of the 
infolent Coxcomb, and fo his Prise is impured, like 
Madncfs, to the ImperteGtion of |.is Vaderitanding

Whereas in all other Slips of Conduct. good-narured 


en find many Alleviations and Excufes to take off 
their Edge, and fave the indifcreet Perfon from their 
Refentmenr, or ill Opinion, On the other hand, if 
Dependance, Relation, or any other Tye, obiig-s a 
wife Man to apologize for fuch a Creature, be can fay 
nothing more for him than this, that he is fo elevated 
with his Good-luck as quite to forget his Good bre«d- 
ing or, in other Words, that he is become a Brure. 

t may however be objected, chat after all ir is un~ 
queMionable Truth, thai a large Eftare procures a 
Man Reſpect. But confider this a litle. A great 
Eftate puts it in a Man's Power co do may kind and 
good things, and to be a Sort of Benefadiu 
cies. In ſueh a Cafe he is lock’ 
invefted by Providence wih a Capacity of difpentirg 
irs Favours. In this Light, the rich Mani @, i8 
look"d upon by the World, and im thir Light he is in- 
dubitably worthy of Refpeét. In the tame View, @ 
Man feems to be better’d by an Edate. For Benefi 
cence, Charity, and a generous Spirit, tho” refidenc 
in the Bofom of one not worth a Shilling, are known 
to the World only in confequence of hit Change of 
Fortunes which dilates thefe Good-qualitics, and 
manifefts them to the Sight of the Publick. An Eftate 
ufed in another Way, or an Edate not uſed at all, 
gives a Man no Title 10 Refpe@ ; on the contrary, ic 
inhances his Vices, and by placing them more in view, 
renders them more odious. 

We confider in the fame manner the Diflinétion 
made by Title. Reverence is du to a Perfon of Qua- 
lity, from a Prefumption that a Perfon of Quality is 
worthy of the Rank in which he ftands. Ic is juft and 
right in the Publick, to fuppofe a Man poffets’d of a 
a capable of ufing ic as it fhould be ufed : But it 
would be Injuftice and Folly to give che fame Meafuré 
of Reipect toa lewd and worthlefs, as to a wile and 
virtuous Nobleman. I do not mean, as to ceremo- 
nious Marks of Honour ; for thofe are paid tothe Di- 
gnity, mot the Man; but that inward Vencraticot 
which attends fuch Teftimonies, when we pay them 
to thofe who merit our Submiffions. In this Senfe we 
fay Beauty has a Natural Title to Elteem, becaule we 
imagine that Nature, or Providence, hath fuired Souls 
and Bodies, fo that the Excellence ef the Former may 
be inferred from the Symetry of the Latter. But 
when the Reverfe of this is made manifeft, all farther 
Regard to Beauty is held Weaknefa and Folly. 

Thus the true Value of an Eftare is eaſily and cer- 
tainly eftablifhed. The Ufe of it may enritle rhe 
Owner to univerfal Efteem. The Publick will pre- 
fume he makes a right Use of it who p ffeffes ir, un- 
lefs he be at Pains to thew the contrary. Other wrorg 
Steps may be cither concealed or excufed, but Info- 
lence is a direct Forfeicare of the Publick Favor. Ie 
is Claiming as a Righe what is only given by Courte⸗ 
fy ; and fo notorioufly affronts tie World; that it in- 
ftantly draws down the World's Cenfure. All therea 
fore who arc fo happy as to poflels the Bleffings <6 
Providence ought to confider the Ufes for which rhey 
were piven, take every Opportuniry of improving Pu- 
biick Efleem, and, above all, watch with the urm @
